Average 
Gas Price 
Tops $4 

Soaring cost of oil likely to 
continue driving prices up 


NEW YORK I The average price of regular gas 
crept up to $4 a gallon for the first time over the 
weekend, passing the once -unthinkable mile- 
stone just in time for the peak travel season. 

Prices at the pump are expected to keep 
climbing, especially after last week’s furious 
surge in oil prices, which neared $140 a barrel 

in a record rally Friday. 

While Americans 
who have to drive will 
feel the biggest squeeze, 
the increased prices also 
translate into higher costs 
for consumers and busi- 
nesses, who will be forced 
to shoulder increased 
costs for food and any- 
thing else that needs to 

be transported. 

Gas prices rolled past their latest threshold 
Sunday, increasing to $4,005 a gallon over- 
night from $3,988 the day before, according to 
AAA and the Oil Price Information Service. 

Prices have risen by about 20 cents in the 
past three weeks, according to a report by 
the Lundberg Survey released Sunday. 

Skyrocketing oil prices, which are trading 
at more than double their level last year, are 
largely to blame for the surge. Crude prices 
shot up more than 13 percent late last week in 
their biggest two -day price gain in history. 

“I don’t think we’ve felt quite the full 
impact of $138 or $139 a barrel oil,” said Jason 
Toews, CO -founder of fuel price research site 
GasBuddy.com. adamschreck(ap)

The first openly gay Episcopal bish- 
op and his partner of 20 years have 
been united in a private civil union. 

Rev. V. Gene Robinson was 
legally joined to Mark Andrew, his 
partner of 20 years, in a civil cere- 
mony Saturday, the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of New Hampshire announced.

Deadly Floodwaters Grip Midwest 


Weekend storms 
hit the region hard, 
killing at least 3 people 

INDIANAPOLIS I Wicked weekend 
storms with tornadoes and heavy 
rain pounded the Midwest, where 
at least three people drowned and 
one was missing in floodwaters 
that swallowed roads and neigh- 
borhoods. 

Rescuers in boats continued to 
pluck people from rising waters in 
Indiana, a day after more than 10

inches of rain deluged much of the 
state. The flooding killed at least 
one person, a man who drowned in 
his vehicle about 50 miles south of 
Indianapolis, said John Erickson, a 
spokesman for the Indiana Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security. 

Another person was reported 
missing after falling off a boat on 
Mill Creek, about 30 miles south- 
west of Indianapolis. 

In Michigan, two delivery work- 
ers for The Grand Rapids Press 
drowned early Sunday when their 
car became submerged in a creek 


that washed out a road about 4 a.m. 
near Lake Michigan in Saugatuck 
Township, the newspaper said. 

Indiana Gov. Mitch Daniels 
said the floodwaters caught resi- 
dents off-guard. 

“This thing came on fast with 
such a radical deluge of water that 
people were describing going from 
a feeling of security to waist-deep 
water in a matter or 15 or 20 min- 
utes,” he said Sunday. 

Erickson said 23 of Indiana’s 
92 counties were declared disas- 
ters Sunday, tom murphy (ap)

Governor’s Mansion Burns 


Texas officials say 
there is evidence fire 
was set intentionally 

AUSTIN, TEXAS | Arson is suspected 
in the fire that struck the historic 
Texas Governor’s Mansion early 
Sunday, causing damage that 
state officials described as “bor- 
dering on catastrophic,” the state 
fire marshal said. 

No one was inside the 152- 
year- old mansion at the time, said 
Robert Black, a spokesman for 
Gov. Rick Perry. The mansion had 
been undergoing a $10 million ren- 
ovation, and Perry and his wife, 
Anita, had moved out last fall.

indicates that we do have an inten- 
tionally set fire,” said state Fire Mar- 
shal Paul Maldonado. “So we believe 
that we may be looking at a crimi- 
nal act here.” 

The federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms was send- 
ing in a team to help investigate. 


Maldonado said. 

State officials said they hoped 
the Greek Revival- style mansion 
had not been destroyed, but the 
damage clearly was extensive. 

“It is bordering on catastrophic. 
The roof has not yet collapsed. The 
structure is still intact,” said Allison 
Castle, a Perry spokeswoman. 

However, the roof had buck- 
led in places and the building was 
blackened, including parts of the 
six 29 -foot columns standing at the 
front. In some places, white paint 
had burned away to reveal the origi- 
nal color of the brick. 

“They built them pretty sturdy 
back then,” Black said. “Nonethe- 
less, it’s taken quite a beating this

Security Cleared 
Professionals in

No matter what the current economic forecasts 
are, jobseekers who hold a security clearance enjoy 
bright prospects, especially if they offer employers a 
combination of technical skills, interpersonal abilities, 
and industry knowledge. 

“The economy does have some impact on 
a job search, but there is always uncertainty in 
the marketplace,” says Kathleen Smith, CMO of 
ClearedJobs.Net, a Northern Virginia-based firm that 
links security cleared jobseekers and employers with 
security cleared positions, both in the Washington 
metropolitan area and nationwide as well. 

That said, there are always positions available, 
adds Smith, especially for security cleared

Of course, even if the odds are in your 
favor, a jobseeker needs to research the job 
market and types of positions available, have an 
effective resume, and network at functions such as 
ClearedJobs.Net monthly job fairs (the next fair is 
scheduled fortune 11 at the DoubleTree Hotel in 
Crystal City). 

In addition to attending job fairs, jobseekers 
who hold a security clearance can take advantage 
of ClearedJobs.Net’s suite of services offered at no 
charge, including job researching, resume writing, 
and resume posting, as well as other services such as 
newsletters and career coaching. 

In a tight economy, it helps to offer employers

“Future IT leaders know they need these skills 
to ascend the ranks,” says Smith, pointing out that 
the ability to manage up, build relationships, and 
understand business strategy are deemed critical for 
professional advancement. 

“If you have these soft skills or develop them, 
you will be able to maintain your success,” agrees 
Patricia A. Frame, founder of Strategies for Human 
Resources in Alexandria. Frame is a regular presenter 
at ClearedJobs.Net job fairs. At the upcoming 
June 11 job fair. Frame will present seminars on: 

How to Work a Job Fair; Interviewing to Succeed; 
Dollars, Distance and Getting in the Door; andThe 
Conversational Dance: Events, Job Search, and 
Your Success. 

To find out if you have what employers are 
looking for in today’s marketplace, says Frame, do 
your own personal soft skills/competencies audit: 

• Which skills do you need in your current job? 

• What do you know about the need? 

• How would you evaluate yourself on each 
skill you need? 

• How would your boss evaluate you on each? 


Then assess the skills needed for other positions 
that interest you, says Frame. Look at position 
descriptions or job ads to consider both promotions 
within your current organization which interest you 
and external opportunities. 

Once you have assessed your current 
competencies versus needed ones, develop a plan. 
Frame advises: 

• Pick one competency you want to work on. 

• Identify your goal and what steps are needed 
to achieve it. Keep the steps small but be 
specific. 

• Put in a timeframe. 

• Identify how you will know you have 
achieved your goal.That is your measure of 
success. 

Next, ask others for help. “Soft skills by their 
nature involve working with others, so you need 
others to help you develop yours,” Frame suggests. 
Share your plan with your boss, a mentor, or a 
talented co-worker and ask for their assistance and 
feedback. 

Then it’s time to practice. Ask your co- 
workers, a mentor, or friend for feedback and specific 
information on what you did well and what still 
needs work. “Often keeping a record of what you 
have tried and what results you got will help you to 
keep going and to improve,” Frame advises. 

Finally, tackle another area. “No, it never 
ends,” says Frame. “Not if you want to succeed at 
work or in life.”

Parties Silent on Hot-Button Issue 


Dems, GOP seek 
elusive middle ground 
on illegal immigration 

WASH I N GTO N I The tricky politics of 
immigration, an issue once seen as 
a driving force of the 2008 election, 
have relegated it to a back but hot 
burner in the presidential campaign 
debate and paralyzed Congress on 
the topic. 

Both John McCain and Barack 
Obama support giving legal status 
to millions of illegal immigrants, a 
position that strategists see as cru- 
cial to winning over Hispanics. But 
Republican and Democratic can- 
didates are also wary of alienating 
white conservatives and blacks who 
oppose granting legal status or ben- 
efits to people who broke the law to 
come to the United States.

“Politicians from both parties are 
caught between Lou Dobbs voters 
and Latino voters. Presidential can- 
didates will avoid this issue — both 
of them — and when they can’t avoid 
it, they’ll straddle,” said Tamar Jaco- 
by, president of ImmigrationWorks 
USA, a coalition pushing for an 
immigration overhaul. “It doesn’t 
pay as an electoral issue.” 

McCain and Obama have spoken 
of their support during the cam- 


paign for an immigration over- 
haul, but neither has made the 
issue a major part of his presiden- 
tial bid. Each has reason to tread 
carefully. 

McCain’s position is a sore point 
between him and the conservative 
GOP base. He is caught between 
shoring up those core constitu- 
ents and drawing support from 
Hispanics. 

“He’s trying to appeal to one 
group of voters that hates the other,” 
said Cecilia Munoz of the National 
Council of La Raza. 

For Obama, who is struggling 
to win over Latino voters, the pre- 
dicament is less pronounced but 
no less puzzling. On immigration 
issues where he and McCain differ, 
Obama’s views are out of synch with 
those of most voters, polls show. 

Obama’s support for giving driv- 
ers’ licenses to illegal immigrants 
is a prime example; polls show that 
the public overwhelmingly opposes

ATHENS, GREECE 

G.S-Magnitude Earthquake 
Kills 2 People, Injures 120 

A strong earthquake with a prelimi- 
nary magnitude of 6.5 struck south- 
western Greece on Sunday, killing at 
least two people, injuring 120 and 
leveling dozens of homes, authori- 
ties said. It was Greece’s first fatal 
earthquake since 1999, when a 
5.9- magnitude quake near Athens 
killed 143 people. Sunday’s quake 
struck near the city of Patras, about 
120 miles west of Athens, the Athens 
Geodynamic Institute said, (ap)

7 Dead After Tokyo Stabbing Spree 



Man assaults 17 with 
knife after hitting 
shoppers with truck 

TOKYO I A man plowed into shop- 
pers with a truck Sunday and then 
stabbed 17 people within minutes, 
killing at least seven of them in a 
grisly attack that shocked a country 
known for its low crime rate. 

The lunchtime violence in the 
Akihabara district, a popular elec- 
tronics and video game area, sent 
thousands of people fleeing. 

The assault, which occurred on 
the seventh anniversary of a mass 
stabbing at a Japanese elementary 
school, was the latest in a series of 
knife attacks that have stoked fears 
of rising violent crime in Japan. 

A 25 -year- old man, Tomohiro 
Kato, was arrested with blood on 
his face. 

“The suspect told police that he 
came to Akihabara to kill people,” 
said Jiro Akaogi, a spokesman for 
the Tokyo Metropolitan Police 
Department. 

“He said he was tired of life. He 
said he was sick of everything,” 
Akaogi said. 

The violence began when the 


man crashed a rented, two -ton 
truck into pedestrians. He then 
jumped out and began stabbing 
the people he had knocked down 
with the truck before turning on 
horrified onlookers, police said. 


Police confirmed seven deaths 
— six men and one woman — but 
they could not say whether the vic- 
tims had died of injuries from the 
truck or were stabbed to death. 

Reports said the attacker grunt- 


ed and roared as he slashed and 
stabbed at Sunday shoppers crowd- 
ing a street lined with huge stores 
packed with the latest in comput- 
ers, electronics, videos and games.

Al-Maliki: U.S. Deal Won’t Harm Iran 


Iraqi prime minister 
pushes Iran to stop 
opposing security pact 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iraqi Prime Minis- 
ter Nouri al-Maliki pushed Iran on 
Sunday to back off its fierce oppo- 
sition to a U.S.-Iraqi security pact, 
Iraqi officials said, as he promised 
Iranian leaders that Iraq will not 
be a launching pad for any attack 
on their country. 

The agreement has become a 
center of contention as Baghdad 
tries to balance its ties to both 
Washington and Tehran. Iran fears 
the deal will lead to permanent U.S 
bases on its doorstep amid fears of 
an eventual U.S. attack. 

Iran has led a vocal campaign 
against the deal, with powerful 
former President Akbar Hashemi

Rafsanjani vowing last week that 
people in Iraq and the region won’t 
allow it. That has led to U.S. accusa- 
tions that Tehran is actively trying

Two Iraqi officials familiar with 
the negotiations warned on Sunday 
that a deal is unlikely to be reached 
before the end of President Bush’s 
term in January unless Washington 
backs off some demands seen as giv- 
ing American forces too much free- 
dom to operate in Iraq and infring- 
ing on Iraqi sovereignty. 

In his talks with Iranian offi- 
cials, al-Maliki offered assurances 
that his country is no threat to Iran, 
according to a statement released 
by his Baghdad office. 

“Iraq, today, does not represent 
a threat as it was during the former 
regime,” the statement quoted him 
as saying. “Iraq is working on devel- 
oping its relations with the coun- 
tries of the region on the basis of 
mutual understanding and coop- 
eration.”

Double Bombing 
Kills 13 in Algeria 

ALGIERS, ALGERIA | Two successive 
bombs rocked a train station in 
Algeria on Sunday, killing 13 peo- 
ple — mostly firefighters and sol- 
diers responding to the first bomb 
— a security official said. 

The first bomb killed a French 
engineer at work on a project at the 
station in Beni Amrane, about 60 
miles east of the capital, the secu- 
rity official said. The Frenchman’s 
Algerian driver was also killed. 

The secondbomb exploded about 
five minutes later, as security offi- 
cials and rescue workers arrived 
on the scene. Eight soldiers and 
three firefighters were killed, the 
official said. 

Both devices appeared to be 
remote-controlled. There was no 
immediate claim of responsibility 
in the bombings, (ap)

Afghan Province 


First lady’s trip meant 
to spotlight advances 
in war-worn region 

BAMIYAN, AFGHANISTAN | First lady 
Laura Bush, on a mission to high- 
light signs of progress in war-weary 
Afghanistan, ventured outside the 
capital Sunday to an area that sym- 
bolizes both the country’s destruc- 
tion and attempt at rebirth. 

Fresh attacks swept across the 
country and the BBC reported that 
one of its Afghan journalists was 
kidnapped and killed. 

On her third visit to the coun- 
try, the first lady flew into Kabul 
before boarding a helicopter for a 
50 -minute flight to Bamiyan prov- 
ince, the farthest she has traveled 
from Afghanistan’s largest city. 

The helicopter landed in a dusty 
field at a provincial reconstruction 


team compound operated by New 
Zealand. From there she could see 
empty niches in a cliff where two 
giant Buddha statues once stood. 

They were carved into the cliffs 
more than 2,000 years ago. The Tal- 
iban, which considered the statues 
anti-Muslim, demolished them 
in March 2001, causing an inter- 
national outcry. The Taliban ruled 
Afghanistan until the U.S. invaded 
after the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

Bush’s visit came ahead of a 
conference Thursday in Paris 
where the U.S. hopes other coun- 
tries will pledge billions of dollars 
to help Afghanistan. 

“The people of Afghanistan 
don’t want to go back and live like 
that,” Bush told reporters during 
the nearly 14 -hour flight to Kabul. 
“The international community can’t 
drop Afghanistan now, at this very

Md. Holds On to Tradition 


Yacht club clings to 
old pageant values, 60 
years after first crown 

PASADENA, MD. I It was sunny, about 
80 degrees — fine weather for an 
afternoon promenade along the 
Chesapeake Bay wearing a floor- 
length white gown, long formal 
gloves and a tiara. 

Think summer starts on Memo- 
rial Day? Not in Maryland, where 
a decades-old tradition of opening 
summer the first weekend of June 
at the Maryland Yacht Club cul- 
minates in a curious throwback: 
the crowning of the Queen of the 
Chesapeake. 

The pageant stars “princesses” 
nominated by yacht clubs around 
the Chesapeake, aged 16 to 21 and 
wearing white gowns. It’s a pageant 
the way pageants used to be, before 
high-pressure talent contests, fit- 
ness evaluations and big-money 
scholarships.

queen waves wearing sashes in the 
colors of their home yacht clubs. 
They pick a song for a promenade 
in front of about 200 yacht club 
members gathered for the event, 
then receive roses before going onto 
a makeshift stage overlooking the 
Chesapeake to await the decision of 
a three -judge panel and the crown- 
ing of the winner. 

“It hasn’t changed much,” says 
the first Queen of the Chesapeake, 
Rachel Holmes Cruzan, who was 
crowned 60 years ago, in 1948. Now 


77 and living in Ponte Vedra Beach, 
Fla., Cruzan lived in Bel Air when 
she won the first Queen of the Chesa- 
peake pageant. She was 17 years old, 
talked up her skills at water-skiing 
and power-boating and ended up 
marrying her escort two years later. 
Cruzan returned to the club for the 
opening of its 100th season, and at 
the pageant was given a front-row 
seat and a dozen roses. 

Contestants read an essay on the 
Chesapeake Bay, extolling the plea- 
sures of sailing and crabbing and 
duck hunting. Then they answer a 
simple question — what charity 
would they start? If it sounds old- 
fashioned, it is. 

“Maybe yacht clubs are a retro 
kind of thing,” mused Sandy Ste- 
vens, a Maryland Yacht Club mem- 
ber who has emceed the Queen of 
the Chesapeake pageant for years. 
“We keep up our tradition with 
our uniforms and our ceremonies. 
And there’s a big segment of the 
population that really likes that.”

Big Brown’s Bust 
Is Still a Mystery 


Owner ‘confused’ why 
Triple Crown hopeful 
placed last at Belmont 

HORSE RACING I The morning after 
the Belmont Stakes, Big Brown 
stopped to pose for photogra- 
phers as if he had won the Triple 
Crown. Everyone except the horse 
knew otherwise. 

Trainer Rick Dutrow Jr. was a 
no-show, leaving questions and few 
answers about what happened to 
Big Brown in Saturday’s 134-mile 
Belmont. The Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness winner was eased 
up by jockey Kent Desormeaux in 
the stretch, ending up last, beaten 
by eight other horses. 

The bay colt faced the cameras 
alone Sunday, except for exercise 
rider Michelle Nevin — and she 
wasn’t talking. 

Outwardly, Big Brown appeared 


no worse for wear. Co-owner Michael 
lavarone said Big Brown had a thor- 
ough examination after the race and 
again Sunday morning. “There’s 
nothing physically that’s shown up,” 
he said, speaking by cell phone. “I’m 
as confused as anybody. ” 

lavarone said Big Brown’s prob- 
lem feet, other than a loose left hind 
shoe, were not an issue. 

Without any obvious answers, it 
might take blood work and diagnostic 
testing to figure out Big Brown’s poor 
performance. Dutrow was criticized 
after acknowledging he used an ana- 
bolic steroid on Big Brown, then said 
last week that the horse hadn’t had a 
dose of Winstrol since April. 

“I doubt if that comes up to be 
the answer,” said Larry Bramlage, 
the on-call veterinarian,. “The ana- 
bolic steroids keeps him eating and 
keeps him happy and keeps him 
aggressive, all of which he showed 
all week long.” beth Harris (ap)

Nadal Dominates Federer

Spaniard captures 4th 
straight French Open 
title with lopsided win 

TENNIS I Early in the second set of 
the French Open final, not quite 
halfway into what would wind 
up as Roger Federer’s worst loss 
in 173 career Grand Slam match- 
es, he watched intently as Rafael 
Nadal pushed a forehand wide to 
end a lengthy exchange. 

Federer saw the ball land out, 
punched the air and yelled. A man 
who has won 12 major champion- 
ships, who has been ranked No. 1 
a record 227 weeks in a row, who 
has placed himself squarely in any 
discussion about the greatest play- 
ers in tennis history, found signifi- 
cance in the winning of one measly 
point. Why? 

Because Nadal so thoroughly, so 
untheatrically, outplayed Federer in 
every possible facet Sunday, beating 
him 6-1, 6-3, 6-0 to win afourth con- 
secutive title at Roland Garros. 

During the trophy ceremony 
following the most lopsided men’s 
final at the French Open since 1977, 
and at any Grand Slam since 1984, 
Nadal felt compelled to say: “Roger, 
I’m sorry.” 


MASTER OF CLAY 

The numbers put up by Rafael 
Nadal during his four-year run in 
Paris are staggering: 

He is28-0for his careeratthe 
French Open. 

He’sthefirst man since Bjorn 
Borg in 1980to win the French 
Open without dropping a set.

Over the past four French Opens, 
Federer — who needs only to win 
at Roland Garros to complete the 
career Grand Slam — is 0-4 against 
Nadal, 23-0 against anyone else.

“I still go out of this tourna- 
ment with a positive mind- set,” 
he said.

Navigating 

With Zac 


John LeSieur creates 
browser for autistic 
kids surfing Internet 

BREAK THROUGH | John LeSieur is 
in the software business, so he took 
particular interest when comput- 
ers seemed mostly useless to his 
6 -year-old grandson, Zackary. 
The boy has autism, and the whirl- 
wind of options presented by PCs 
so confounded him that he threw 
the mouse in frustration. 

LeSieur tried to find online tools 
that could guide autistic children 
around the Web, but he couldn’t find 
anything satisfactory. So he had one 
built, named it the Zac Browser For 
Autistic Children in honor of his 
grandson, and is making it avail- 
able to anyone for free. 

LeSieur’s quest is a reminder that 
while the Web has created impor- 
tant communication and educa- 
tional opportunities for some people 
with cognitive impairments, com- 
puters can also introduce new head- 
aches for families trying to navigate 
the contours of disability. 

The Zac Browser greatly simpli- 
fies the experience of using a com- 
puter. It presents a hand-picked 


slate of choices from free, public 
Web sites, with an emphasis on 
educational games, music, videos 
and visually entertaining images, 
like a virtual aquarium. 

Other programs for children 
already offer that “walled garden” 
approach to the Web. But LeSieur’s 
browser aims to go further: It essen- 
tially takes over the computer and 
reduces the controls available for 
children like Zackary, who finds too 
many choices overwhelming. 

For example, the Zac Browser 
disables extraneous keyboard but- 
tons like “Print Screen” and turns 
off the right button on the mouse. 
That eliminates commands most 
children don’t need anyway, and it 
reduces the chance an autistic child 
will lose confidence after making a 
counterproductive click. 

The Zac Browser also config- 
ures the view so no advertise- 
ments or other flashing distrac- 
tions appear. 

“We’re trying to avoid aggressive 
or very dark or complicated Web 
sites, because it’s all about self- 
esteem,” LeSieur said from Las 
Vegas, where he lives. “If they’re not 
under control, they will get easily 
frustrated.” brian bergstein (ap)

A former child soldier, 
Emmanuel Jal finds 
healing in hip-hop 

PEACE TALK I After spending his 
youth mired in harrowing bru- 
tality and poverty as a child sol- 
dier in Sudan’s ethnic conflict, 
Emmanuel Jal was rescued by 
aid workers who pushed to give 
him a new start at life in a differ- 


ent country. 

But there were times when he 
didn’t want it. 

“When I was in Kenya I hated 
myself, I even cursed the day I 
was born. I hated it. I wanted to 
commit suicide. I went to Eng- 
land, when there was a car com- 
ing I would want to stop and the 
car to hit me,” says Jal, a slight, 
soft-spoken man whose gentle 
demeanor belies his past. “I was 


trying to look for death.” 

Inspiration for a better life 
would come in an unusual form 
— the violent, crime-plagued 
rhymes of rappers in the Unit- 
ed States. 

“What made me brave is 
American hip-hop,” says Jal in 
his heavily accented English. 
“Someone come and say to me, 
‘They have to rob for them to eat. 
So I would try and picture, how 


does America look like because 
I’ve never been there. So for me 
when I look at it and look at my 
situation — I was a child soldier, 
we never had food, we raid vil- 
lages and we take the food and 
we eat ... So I said, ‘OK, let me 
testify.’” 

Jal’s testimony came in the 
form of his own raps — and now, 
through his music, he is hoping 
to heal not only the wounds of his 
own people, but to promote peace 
while inspiring others. 

“I lost my childhood, yes. My 
country is a war. People are dying 
now. What could I do with what I 
have?” asks Jal, who last month 
released his third international 
CD, “WARchild,” and is the sub- 
ject of a new documentary of the 
same name. 

“It cause me nothing if I just go 
and talk about my story, but the 
impact that will do will be amaz- 
ing, so let me sacrifice my pride. 
Because before I used to hide, I 
didn’t even want to be called a 
Sudanese because of what I see 
on TV. ... But I say this country, 
this is me, this is my responsibil- 
ity, I have survived. I’m here, let 
me use it.” 

Karim Chrobog, the direc- 
tor of the award-winning “War 
Child” film, says Jal’s story shows 
that “you can really survive hor- 
rible horrible things and come out 
of them and really make a differ- 
ence ... he has put all the bitter 
things in life aside, his sense of 
revenge, his sense of the war and 
how it’s affected him personally.”

Who Shot Robert R Kennedy? 


A new documentary 
takes an in-depth look 
at his tragic death 

INVESTIGATION I In honor of the 
40th anniversary of Robert Ken- 
nedy’s death, the Documentary 
Channel airs “RFKMust Die: The 
Assassination of Bobby Kenne- 
dy,” the result of an investigation 
into still-unsettled questions sur- 
rounding his assassination on 
June 5, 1968, as he campaigned 


for the White House. 

BBC filmmaker Shane 
O’Sullivan reports that evidence 
doesn’t necessarily prove that 
Sirhan Sirhan shot and killed 
Kennedy by himself. New audio 
evidence seems to reveal at least 
10 to 13 shots fired in the Ambas- 
sador Hotel’s kitchen that night; 
Sirhan’s gun held eight. 

Also, video and photographs 
show three senior CIA operatives 
and four unidentified associates at 
the hotel in the moments before and

after the shooting. The CIA is one 
of the organizations implicated in 
the conspiracy theories. “There is 
strong evidence that Sirhan Sirhan 
was in a hypnotic state at the time 
of the shooting as a decoy for the 
real assassination,” O’Sullivan 
declares, “and that a second gun- 
man fired the shot that killed Rob- 
ert Kennedy.” 

The film airs Monday at 8 p.m. 
EDT on DISH network as well as

Modern day ‘pirates’ 
look for real fortune 
off Florida’s coast 

OFF THE TREASURE COAST, FLA. I 
The fever is contagious. Gold fever, 
that is. 

Symptoms? Unwavering opti- 
mism. 

“Today’s the day,” legendary trea- 
sure hunter Mel Fisher would say 
as he set out to sea each summer in 
search of the ocean’s secrets. 

Before his death in 1998, Fisher 
found more than $1 billion worth 
of treasure, including gold and 
silver bars, emeralds, coins and 
artifacts. 

As salvage season begins — 
roughly from May to August when 
the seas are calmer — a select few 
carry on Fisher’s work up and down 
Florida’s coasts, hoping to hit the 
mother lode. 

Similar salvage operations take 
place up and down the East Coast 
during the summer months, through 
the Carolinas, into Virginia and up 
through New England, where Revo- 
lutionary War- era shipwrecks have 
been discovered. 

Florida is said to have more 
treasure -laden shipwrecks than 
any other state, largely because 
it’s near the Gulf Stream. Spanish 
fleets would load their vessels with 
treasure from South America and 
gather the galleons in Havana. The 
ships would then head north, using 
the Gulf Stream to propel them back 
toward Europe. 

Fleets sunk in hurricanes in 1622 
about 30 miles off Key West, in 1715 
off Fort Pierce and in 1733 near Key 
Largo. Records indicate they car- 
ried hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars worth of treasure and artifacts, 
but the ocean has kept much of the 
booty a mystery for decades. 

A shiny piece of hope dangles 
from ship captain Doug Pope’s neck. 



It’s a Spanish silver dollar, known 
as a piece of eight, that was Pope’s 
first treasure find in 20 years of 
scouring the ocean. 

“It keeps reminding me of what 
I’m looking for,” Pope said on a 
recent sunny afternoon aboard 
his boat, the Polly-L. He and his 
crew were searching the waters 
off Fort Pierce for remnants of 
a ship believed to be part of the 
1715 fleet. 

“This is thought to be an 
untouched shipwreck. It could 
have $100 million on it. This spot, 
right here,” Pope said. “The major- 
ity of the treasure from this fleet 
is still out there ... Today’s the day. 
We wake up every morning and 
repeat that.” 

Florida’s waters hold promise 
for people like Pope.

In 1985, Fisher found what was 
said to be the richest booty ever at 
the time — more than $400 mil- 
lion worth of gold and silver bars 
the size of bread loaves, coins and 
emeralds from the Spanish galleon 
Nuestra Senora de Atocha that sunk 
in 1622 off the Marquesas, about 30 
miles west of Key West. 

But discovering treasure is no 
easy task. It takes days of monoto- 


nous searching and often a bit of 
luck. 

Using historical records, satel- 
lites, metal detectors and magne- 
tometers, Pope and others follow 
virtual bread crumb trails made 
up of ballast stones, pottery shards, 
cannon balls and anchors. 

The treasures could be any- 
where. 

Last year, W. Keith Webb’s Blue 
Water Ventures found more than 
16,000 pearls in a lead box, gold 
bars and other artifacts from one 
of the 1622 Spanish ships in the 
Keys. The find was worth about 
$12 million. 

Recently, Webb’s crew found 
a tiny gold toothpick and earwax 
spoon — worth about $100,000 
— near the same wreck site. 

“Finding this nice piece of jewel- 


ry on the most northern part of our 
search lets us know we’re heading 
in the right direction,” Webb said, 
adding that he’s looking for up to 
$200 million worth of treasure. 

Captain Greg Bounds of Gold 
Hound LLC was aboard the boat 
when the pearls and other artifacts 
were discovered. 

“I’ll never forget it,” Bounds said. 
“I understand now exactly what gold 
fever means.” 

Bounds is currently searching a 
wreck site from the 1715 fleet near 
Vero Beach. He says records indicate 
there’s up to $900 million worth of 
coins from the fleet still out there, 
somewhere. 

“Maybe tomorrow we’ll find a 
thousand gold coins. That’s just 
the way it goes,” Bounds said.

Beer makers reach 
their target market 
with Web-only ads 

Anheuser-Busch is generating lots of 
buzz with an ad equal parts bawdy 
and hilarious, but you won’t see it 
on television, and it barely mentions 
the beer it’s advertising. 

Dubbed “Swear Jar,” the too- 
risque-for-TV ad debuted on the 
Internet in 2007. A minute long, it 
begins with an office worker asking 
about ajar at the reception desk. 
It’s a “swear jar,” he’s told: Anyone 
who swears puts in a quarter. The 
expletives fly when workers learn 
the money will be used to buy a case 
of Bud Light. 

“Poop,” a mousy woman says as 
she struggles with the copy machine. 
“Doesn’t count,” a co-worker tells 
her. “Shut the @Ad$% up!” she 
shoots back. 

It’s part of a fast-growing trend 
now increasingly embraced by beer 


makers and other mainstream mar- 
keters. Known as viral ads, such 
Web -only spots have become You- 
Tube staples and show up in social 
networking pages, get e-mailed 
between friends and co-workers, 
though whether they generate sales 
remains a question. 

Viral ads have the freedom to run 


as long or short as they want — no 
30- or 60 -second constraints. They 
focus on entertainment as much as 
on selling the product. 

Viral marketing has been around 
for more than a decade, but viral 
video ads have grown in popular- 
ity as it has become easier to watch 
and share video on the Web.

“It’s definitely a trend, definite- 
ly happening,” said Benj Steinman, 
editor of Beer Marketer’s Insights. 
“But it’s still, relatively speaking, a 
small part of total [advertising] 
spending. The big part is still [on] 
sports on TV.” 

Saint Louis University market- 
ing professor Jim Fisher said viral 
ads work in part because consumers 
share them, offer online comments 
and even do their own parodies and 
video responses. 

“One of the most credible forms 
of information is that which comes 
from friends, colleagues, neighbors: 
the so-called word-of-mouth effect,” 
Fisher said. “Ads like this create that 



buzz and excitement — the kind of 
things that traditional advertis- 
ing is a little more hard-pressed 
to deliver.” 

Breweries’ viral ads aim square- 
ly at the young men central to their 
demographic. 

“If you look at what has hap- 
pened, their attention is getting 
fragmented,” said Andy England, 
marketing chief for Golden, Colo.- 
based Coors Brewing Co. “Even if 
they’re watching television, they’ve 
got a laptop on their lap, looking at 
YouTube or MySpace.” 

Coors this spring released two 
Web ads touting wide-mouth Coors 
Light cans, dubbed “Smooth Pour 
Crew.” In one, a couple of young men 
crash a bar; in another, it’s a back- 
yard barbecue. One guy runs the 
video camera while the other annoys 
the beer drinkers, then amazes them 
with his ability to pour beer from 
the wide-mouth can into a glass 
behind his back. 

The “Smooth Pour Crew” ads 
have had a combined half-million 
views, England said. 

DDB’s Steve Jackson said “Swear 
Jar” has been viewed more than 12 
million times on Web sites. 

Consumers today “like to know 
they’ve been the first one to find 
something funny,” Jackson said. 
“There are guys today saying, ‘Hey, 
have you seen this funny commer- 
cial?”’ JIM SALTER (AP)

Finland’s designers 
offer functional to 
hip home options 

With a third of its mass sitting above 
the confines of the Arctic Circle and 
a population of only five million, 
Finland seems an unlikely well- 
spring of world-renowned product 
design. Yet some of most enduring 
examples of 20th century craftwork 
came from the tiny Northern Euro- 
pean country. 

And the love affair with Finnish 
design is growing. 

MODERN NATURAL 

At a recent exhibit in New York City’s 
meatpacking district, 25 up-and- 
coming Finn designers displayed 
their newest concepts, chosen by 
curator Ilkka Suppanen. 

Industrial designer Janne Kyt- 
tanen showed the large yet airy 
Palm pendent fixture, comprising 
38 individual palm lights and fol- 


lowing the foliage pattern of a 
real palm tree. Her Freedom of 
Creation company in Helsinki 
pioneered the use of technology 
to create innovative 3-D designs, 
which were also shown in a leaf- 
print textile sculpture in crimson 
wool by Anne Kyyro Quinn. 

The ideas fit the blending of 
nature and modernity pioneered 
by their countrymen. 

Alvar Aalto’s tripod stool and 
curvilinear vase put Finland on 
the global design map in the 
1930s, but it was in the middle 
of the century that Finland’s art- 
ists firmly established themselves 
as Nordic stars. 

The 1950s brought design 
awards in Milan and on the 
pages of magazines like House 
Beautiful. The furniture pieces 
were functional; the tableware 
was beautifully purposeful; the 
fabric patterns were colorful, 
livable. This was design at its mS 
most inventive. 


Finnish style has 
“almost a split person- 
ality —but in a positive 
way,” says Ben Horn of 
FinnStyle, an online 
(www.finnstyle.com) and 
bricks-and-mortar retailer 
of Finnish design work. 

“Modern Finn- 
/ ish design of the mid 
to late 20th century is 
characterized by time- 
less, clean, simple designs 
often inspired by nature and 
using natural materials,” he 
says. “On the other side of 
the spectrum, but equally 
Finnish, are the bold bright 
designs from Marimekko 
which have been popular 
for over 50 years.” 


HIGH-TECH DESIGN 

Fast-forward to the 21st 
century and the Tiger 
Electric Shoe, origi- 
nally a commission 



for the Japanese company Onitsu- 
ka, which contained a miniature city 
within its LED -laced structure. A 
dress fashioned from hundreds of 
linked metal circles demonstrated 
how technology could reverse the 
garment design process; rather than 
cutting a design from a bolt of fab- 
ric, the computer would envision the 
design and create the material. 

Noa Bembibre used polished 
glass to reinterpret an ancient 
tool, the rock knife, for an intrigu- 
ing interplay of rough history and 
sophisticated modern glass art. 

Yrjo Kukkapuro and Henrik 
Enbom displayed their state-of- 
the-art LED and forged steel table 
lamp with a minimalist, indus- 
trial aesthetic suited to a contem- 
porary home office. The Kinos 
ceramic sushi set from Tonfisk 
Design was an interesting cultur- 
al crossover; “kinos” means snow- 
drift in Finn, and the dish set was 
rendered in snowy white porcelain.

In John’s review of “Kung Fu 
Panda” he mentioned that Dream- 
works is going to be releasing all 
future movies in 3-D. Does this 
mean that we’ll all be given 3-D 
glasses when we go into a theater 
to watch a movie? 

I totally agree — I never liked those 
glasses! But John’s right, Jeffrey 
Katzenberg did recently deliver a 
speech saying that 3-D was the 
future, mostly because the movie 
business has to come with some 


value-added to make up for peo- 
ple Tivo-ing and Netflixing and 
otherwise staying home to watch 
movies. 

I’m excited to see “The Fall,” the 
previews bring to mind “Pan’s Laby- 
rinth” — is that a fair comparison or 
are they completely different? 

It did remind me of “Pan’s Laby- 
rinth.” “The Fall” is by no means 
perfect, but it’s the kind of movie 
that, if you let yourself sink in 
and get swept away, offers last- 
ing rewards.
